It was only the prisoners of war who worked. who. participated’ 
in such running, and in their case it was. done. voluntarily (R. 676). 
Accused denied that there were any deaths. caused by running EE on}, 
No prisoner of war died at the work site. During the accused's can- 
mand at Tanagawe, no individual Red, Cross yarcels were received or 
distributed (R, 679). Acctsed did not hear anything further about 
Takagi except. the “Lieutenant Smith incident" (R. 681). While ac- 
cused was in command at Tanagawa he was limited as to what orders he 
could give. He had-no power. or authority to punish subordinates. . 
His work was resulated fron Osaka Main Camp (R. 686). ‘If. there were 
any wistreatuents of orisoners of war at Tanagawa Camp, they. happened 
in accused's absence and, if such mistreatments occurred, his non- 
comuissioned officers or civilian guards »werformed them. in spite of 
his frequent esubroni ne (R. 688). : 





_Oeyaim ma, Prisoner of War Camp: At Oeyama Prisoner of 
War Camp a pr visoner of war “disciplinary committee was set uo under 
accused. This was- done by permission of Colonel Murata of the Osaka 
Main Camp, Medical of Picer Stening was head of the commission (Re 
701). Concerning epecification 12, pris yoner Lynch committed various 
offenses, such as stealing vesetables from the garden and taking wood 
from the floor of the Javanese. barracks and bur ning it in the stove. 
There were many other offenses he committed. Only once did accused 
give hima warning and never did. he resort to corporal ounishment. 
Concerning tpecification 14, accused denied that he recalled the 
name of Carpenter or what he looked like. We »vositively stated that 
no beating as alleged in the specification took place (R. 703). 
Accused denied that a prisoner of war sexgeant beat other prisoners; 
however, he aGmitted that there were. supervising. non-commissioned 
officers appointed to enforce discipline of the other prisoners 

(R. 705). Te. a prisoner had been beaten at the work site and died 
- gsubsequentiy.a renort would have been forwarded to accused., cuch a 
repors was never received (R. 707). Accused was surprised whem he 
read affidavits of beatings at the Oeyama Camp... He was suspicious 
that Akamatsu was striking prisoners of war so he kept a close watch 
over iim, it was because of this that he xequested the Main Camp 
Commander to transfer Akamatsu from Oeyama (R.,.708). Accused da ied 
ever having seen any prisoners of war standing at attention in front 
of the guard house. 4g likewise denied ever seeing prisoners holding 
pails of water in their outstretched ams. He denied ever having 


seen “bamboo punishment” ay anywhere in his life (Ri Jey Be denied 
recalling any incident where prisoners were forced to stand at at- 


tention as a means or punishment, (R. 712). He further denied any’ 
kmowledge of the incident wherein prisoners. Brady, York, oe ee 
and Rayle were punished as allegec under pecification bob (Re 7 5). 
’ Accused, denied ‘the truth of the “be stimony as alleged by Sergeant - 
Rogers that he had a pair of Red Cross shoes, nor did he have . vair 
that. looked like, or resenbled, Red Gross shoes (R. 717). on2y pace 
“did accused give a prize of Red Cross articles to'a prisoner. er 
“incident was when prisoner Willis saved a young Japanese ae Life 
(R. 720). Accused at no time received any complaint from Dr. <tening 
or Dr. Beadnell- concerning Red Cross supplies (Re 721). He had no 
knowledge of Sergeants Harvey or Rogers receiving an extra bag of 
“sugar. Lergeant Ichiba was in charze. of such things and ‘such an 
 “dneddent, had it havpened, would not have been - reported to accused fh 
“(R, 722). He denied the al:.egation made in “shibit 26, par. 9, Be 4, 
wherein ié was alleged that certain men on. the “black List. ‘were: 
forced to wear a crecn. number (R 727). Accused denied that Red 
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Cross food and medicines’ were not given to prisoner of war incurables. 
tergeant Harvey was in custody of the ‘prisoner of war patients! 
cigarettes, and. if an order was given to deny such patients cigarettes 
it would have’ been under his direction. Ye was of the belief that 
patients received cigarettes whenever it was "necessary" (R. 730), 
There was“hever an incident when a’prisoner of war returned from the 
factory in an injured condition as a result of having been beaten 
-(R, 7351), Accused had. no Imowledge of an incident where a prisoner . 
of war was ounished for making a bracelet out of Japanese coins \ 
(R. 752). Accused, on several occasions inthe evening, went back 
to camp wearing civilian clothes in order that: he might. check‘on 
the actions of his subordinates in regard’ to prisoners of war. °. 
Also, he went to’ the work site very often ahd watched at a distance 
With fielé glasses. We presumed that his subordinates were likewise. 
xeeping a watch on him and he never discovered any wrongdoing on 
their part (i. 754), The sotcalled “big fourt comittee which 
enforced discijline did not, by any agreement, receive extra Red 
Cross food or supplies while serving in such a capacity (R. 756). 
Accused stated that testimony to the effect that he had, by means of 
the prisoner of war bulletin board, announced that Red Cross sucplies 
had been transported ‘by Japanese ships and were, therefore, the pro- 
perty of the Japanese, was evroneous, -The prisoners were merely 
reminded that in spite of the shortage of ships of the Japanese 
Government, that it had transported Red Cross food for the prisorrs.. 
in order that they might inore. fully appreciate the benefit of such 
supplies (R. 741),

- I coneur in general. Such a low sentence as was. returned under: 
the facts in evidence. bespeaks a serious miscarriage of justice, 
Nevertheless, pre-trial confinement is in no way to be considered as 
confinement served in expiation for offenses of which an accused is 

‘Later convicted. Therefore a reviewing authority should consider 

such restraint entirely separately from that adjudged by a’commission, 
The blackest rogue is entitled to an early trial under the enlightened 
rules of civilized nations, When trials are postponed, as this one 

‘ was, because of the ereat number of those awaiting justice, fair 
allowances should be made for undue. pre-trial confinement regardless 
of the inadequacy of a sentence. This is all the more true since 
commissions (are instructed that. pre-trial confinement is not to be 
‘considered ‘in adjudging senterices.
